Report of the Board of Education 


To the Citizens of New Castle— 


The school board respectfully submits the annual report 
for the year ending February 15, 1917. 


The attendance of our schools have not been at their usual 
standard this year, the epidemic of measles, together with the 
infantile paralysis scare, have kept our schools broken up to a 
very great extent. 

Our primary school is still under the charge of Miss 
Maude Trefethen, and has kept its usual high standard. This 
building is too small for the number of children attending and 
will have to be remedied in the near future. 

The grammar school is in charge of Miss Bertha Chap- 
man, a graduate of the Portsmouth training school. She is 
doing excellent work and has the respect and good will of 
both pupils and parents. This room is in fair condition and 
with a small outlay on the interior could be put in good con- 
dition. 

According to Public Statutes, Chapter 88, Section 2, as 
changed by Chapter 52, Laws of 1909, we hereby notify the 
selectmen that the following sums are required for the ensu- 
ing year;
